And Winks for fear f telling of Lies, 


In naming his Text, he turns over as 
many Leaves 1n his Bible, 'as +t Chance, or 
In/piratios mult dire& him to't ; and that 
he knew not whether the Text was in the 
Oldor New Teſtament, that he muſt Hold 
Foreh-upon. The Text being found, he 
Leans and Reaches over the Pulpit, as if he 
would take-off the #igs and Head-Dreſſes 
of his Under Auditors, for the eater En 
trance of his Do&trine into their Perri- 
craniums.
